from Canton today, where a revo- 
lutionary outbreak occurred last 
night. These are of disquieting 
character. The revolutionists have 
obtained a quantity of explosives and 
the government has asked the steam- 
ship companies plying to that city to 
suspend their service lest arms be 
Smuggied in to the disturbers, who 
are still at large. Many have been 
imprisoned. 

The fighting between the troops and 
the rioters last night began when the 
soldiers arrested a 
leader and his followers, who, carry- 
ing revolvers and wearing badges,

The deepest note in this story is that 
of ite revelation of the heart of God, 


thew and the whole truth is crystalized in 


the closing words of the book, which

Nineveh, that great city?” This is 
a foreglimpse of the truth which the 
Son of God came in the fullness of 


disciple all nations. 


Incidentally the book ts aleo an un- 
velling of the heart of the Hebrew na- 
tion as it was focused in the prophet 
Jonah. The history of these people, so 
far as the divine intention was con- 
cerned, was that of the creation of a 
nation which should be an instru- 
ment for the blessing of all nations, 
and in order to accomplish this divine 
purpose, they were to be a people en- 
tirely separated from others. under 
the government of Jchovah. Their ac- 
tual history was that of the constant 
violation of this principle and sepera- 
tion by alliance with the nations, and 
the corruption of their own life by 
idolatrous worship, t 
exclusiviem which was the result of 
forgetfulness of the divine purpose and 
of selfishness which sought to retain 
for themselves the blessings of the 
divime government. 

It is that exclusiviem which 18 re- 
vealed in the case of Jonah, and it de- 
comes all the more startling because 
it is manifested in one of the best of 
the Hebrew people, a prophet of God, 
who knows Jehovah, so well as to be 
sure of the compassion of His heart, 
and vet is opposed to that conrpassion 
finding expression towards other ped- 
ple than His own. That exclusiviem 
is buked and the argument of the 
| rebuke is that of the divine pity for 
a city outside the convenant of serv- 
‘ice, but not beyond the purposes of 


blessing. 

The message of this lesson empha- 
sizes one, phrase in the golden text.

The eight inhabited islands of the 
Hajrailan group, have a population of 
almost 200,000, including Japanese, 
Chinese, Negroes, whites, Portuguese 
and native Hawatlans. The task of 
bringing such diverse people into na- 
tional and Christian unity is as in- 
teresting and important as it is diffi- 
cult. Though tt is being wrought out 
on a comparatively small scale on 
these islands, their strategic position 
in the path of commerce between 
North America and the nations of the 
East, and their connection with the 
United States, make this work of 
great importance. Only Christian ed- 
ucation and Christian fellowship can 
utilize this new territory, for the re- 
generation of tne great Eastern world. 


The results obtained in the few 
years sinee missionary work has found 
entrance into the island possessions 
of the United States—Cuba, Porte 
Rico and the ,Philippine Islands, 
proves anow We truth of the old 
adage that Chriétianity and civiliza- 
tion go hand in hand.

ABLE. MAN DIES. 

T. W. Davenport, father of the 
cartoonist, Homer Davenport, who 
died at his home last night, was born 
July 10, 1826, in Columbia county, 
New York, and went to Silverton, Or., 


in 1851. During his entire life he was 
un ardent student and profound 
thinker. He was a graduate in the 


professions of law apd medicine and 
his ability as a mathematician was 
rarely surpassed. He was a man of 
very sedate appearance yet an agree- 
able companion for children and as 
A counsellor for all classes his advice 
was frequently sought and always 
freely given. Whatever undertaking 
Mr. Davenport entered into it was 
always upon a scientific basis and his 
efforts were always crowned with suc- 


Mr. Davenport was a writer of more 
than local renown and many of his 
articles have appeared in the leading 
magazines of the nation. One of his 
most commendable characteristics 
was his devotion to his son, Homer, 
and the latter fully reciprocated. He 
leaves a widow and three daughters 
of Pasadena, the son, Homer, of New 
York, two brothers, John, of Wash- 
and Ben, of Silverton, Or. 
Mr. Davenport was elected a mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives 
of Oregon in 1863 and 1870. He was 
nominated for Congress by the Re- 
publicans in 1876, but was not elected.

HM. Converse left ios An- 
reles for Ei Paso, a broken-hearted 
woman, inspired by the courage of 
despair, declaring that she would ex- 
tricale her only son, held as a spy 
at Juarez, though it should cost the 
whole of their fortune, and though 
she should have to go upon her knees 
the President of Mexico. 

Yesterday, with smiling face, she 
stepped lightly from the Sunset Lim- 
ited at Pomona, accompanied by Law- 
rence Converse, aged 21 years, the 
boy for whose sake she had stood 
really to make the last sacrifice. - 
They were accompanied by Charles 
H. Converse, the boy's father, who had 
hurried to El Paso from Pennsylvania 
when the telegraph wires flashed. the 
message of the youth's capture. The 
happy little party arrived at Poniona 
yesterday afternoon at 1:30 o'clock 
and immediately took an automobile 
for the Converse home among the or- 


ange trees near Glendora. Here they 


were joyfully greeted by the three 


sisters of the boy who was so long 


imperilied. These girls courageously 
and competentiy managed a large 
ranch, while their parents were ent- 
ing for the boy's life at the inter- 
national border. The youngest of the 
Wttie maidens is 12 years of age, while 
the eldest is 18. — 

Lawrence Converse was arrested 
February 20, and his father secured 


good proof that he and his companion, 


Edwin Blatt, 21 years old, of Pitts- 


burgh, had been kidnaped upon Ameri- 
can soil. abducted into Mexico, and 


turned over to Federal soldiers, who 
placed them in the hands of Gen. 
Navarro as spies. 

They were taken to Juarez and 
thrown into jail. Their bedding was 


taken from them and thev were 


given food which they could not Vat. 
A week later, when the facts in the 
case became kndwn, they were given 


— bedding and good food, 


which was provided by Mr. and Mrs. 
Converse. Four days after their im- 
prisonment they were joined by Les- 
ter Brown. a member of the Red 
Cross Society, who was captured at 
Guadalupe.

The scene of the alleged capture 
upon American’ soil was forty miles 
from a railroad, in 4 veritable wilder- 
ness. So unpleasantly remote is the 
spot that it is seldom visited, even 
by the line riders of either nation. As 
a matter of fact, some of the visits 
to the desolate spot in search of 
witnesses to the kidnaping disclosed 
that the heavy brush in that vicinity 
had been used to conceal large quan- 
tities of smuggled grain. Converse 
spent hundreds of dollars in making 
trips to this place, and in conducting 
witnesses back and forth between the 
Rio Grande at that point and Juarez. 


The boys had described the place 
of their capture with remarkable ac- 
curacy. so that Converse was able to 
identify it by at least three land- 
marks mentioned by them. He found 
five persons who witnessed the kid- 
naping, and all made affidavits to the 
effect that the boys were well inside 
the United States line when taken. 
The youngsters say they were forced 
to mount their own horses and their 
mounts were then led across the river 
to Mexican territory, where the Fed- 
eral soldiers arrested them as spies. 

Both realized the seriousness of 
their predicament and neither antici- 
pated ever again setting foot upon

‘GUN GETS REAL TEST. 


By way of getting at the small-bore 
Possibilities at the Sunday practice 
shoot of the Los Angeles Gun Club, 
Fred Kimble and the writer targeted 
a long-barreled sixteen belongigg to 
the latter, loaded with two and three- 
fourths drams of Empire and seven- 
eighths ounce No. 8 chilled at forty 
yards.
